Last Week at-the Legislature. 


The legislature enters upon the 
fifth week of the session with 
practically’ nothing done. The 
passing of the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne is 
really the only thing to the credit 
of the memcers. The next matter 
of importance to be dealt with 
will be the Redistribution and the 
bill relating to the legislative 
assembly, the chief point of pub- 
lic interest in it being the length- 
ening of the term to five years. 

There is no possible justifica- 
tion for the delay to which pub- 
lic business has been: subjected. 
One explanation probably is that 
the government printers have 
been so busy publishing campaign 
material that they have not had 
time to print government bills. 
Certainjy such delay would not 
be tolerated in a House where 
the Opposition was large enough 
to make an erfectual protest. But 
in this House the government 
can by main force do as it 
pleaces. If the people desire good 
government they must see that 
both sites are more evenly match- 
ed than at present, when two 
oppose twenty-three. 

This week, doubtless, all will be 
hurry and bustle. The, govern- 
ment, indifferent to public opinion 
ae itis, cannot afford entirely to 
ignore the public demands. One 
may then look for bills being 
rushed through their second read- 
ings, with little or no discussion; 
and rushed again through the 
whole House, in which the chair- 
man, reading only the marginal 
notes of a section, expedites the 
process of law-making with 
greater celerity than does an 
auctioneer at a sale. The pro- 
vince will yet pay dearly for this 
unwarranted haste. To the most. 
experienced law-makers criticism 
is essential; it is doubly so in this 


legislature, where the Attorney: 


General is as yet comparatively 
inexperienced, and is not sur- 
rounded by lawyers of eminence. 

The government press is mak- 
ing much of the Caigary Grain 
Conference and of the impor- 
tance of the Pacific route as an 
outlet for the grain of Alberta. 
The sudden development is view- 
ed with some suspicion. No doubt 
the time is coming when the Pa- 
cific route will become an impor- 
tant outlet. But it seems surpays- 
ing strange that until now it 
should have received so little 
attention at the hands of a gov- 
ernment which prides itself on 
being so vigilant in the farmers’ 
interests. There is reason for 
thinking that the conference was 
calculated to offset particularly 
the effects of the Premier’s answer 
to the Grain Growers, in which 
they pleaded taat the purchase of 
elevators and thé regulation of 
the grain traffic was a matter be- 
yond their jurisdiction. 
common report that the Premier’s 
reply waa not intended to be pub- 
lished until the assembling of the 
conference; but it leaked out 
most unexpectedly. It may also 
be that much is now being made 
of the Pacific route in order that 
the failure of the Dominion gov- 
ernment to begin immediate con- 
struction of the Hudson Bay 
railway may escape notice. That 
nothing of importance is contem- 
plated this year on that work is 
evident from the fact that the es- 
timates only call for an expendi- 
ture of $63,000 onit. The Saekat- 
chewan government made that 
the chief issue in its campaign. 
Premier Scott going so far as to 
say that if he were returned 
wheat would be shipped via Hud- 
son Bay within threeyears. The 
dilly-dally methods of the Dom- 
inion government preclude the 
poasibility of the Rutherford gov- 
ernment making much of the Bay 
railway, so something else muet 
be found. The people are pre- 
pared to support a progressive 
railway policy, but they look for 
more than promises, 

The Attorney General is making 
a great deal of the .workmen’s 
Compensation Act. He not only 
takes full credit for the actin its 
present form but endeavors to 
convey the impression that the 
Opposition opposed its principle. 
Such a representation ‘3s most un- 
fair as those familiar with the 
circumetances attending its pas- 
sage through the House know 
well. The opposition did not op- 
pose the spirit of the bill, but 
contended, and very successfully, 
but the provisions did not go far 
enough and they proposed 
amendmente, several of which 
were accepted. In framing these 
amendments they were assisted 
by a committee of representative 
working men. This is a point 
which snould be remembered; for 
in their actions the Opposition 
were expressing the ditect views 
of organized labor. 

One hears much of railways 
these days. They are much 
needed and in making provision 
for their construction the Op- 
position will certainly not assume 


!a hostile attitude to reasonable 
| proposals. 


But there is a danger 
that in the consideration of rail- 
ways, the matter of roads and 
bridges may be overlooked. 
Since the number of milesof rail- 
way that can be constructed 
within a given time is limited by 
a reason of the magnitude of the 
works and the capital which it 
represents, only a comparatively 
small number of persons can ex- 
pect to be immediately benefited. 


It is, 


But bridge and road work can be! 


so regulated‘as to benefit a large 
number of persons at a small 
outlay. It is well known © that 
there are numerous ‘section of the 
province which have been neg- 
lected in the allotment of this 
week. ‘This hasoccasioned great 
inconvenience and also hardships. 
The government : boasts of the 
large amount cf money it’has 
voted for public works in general 
and on roads and bridges . in 
particular; but a comparison with 
the amounts voted in: Saskatche- 
wan during the past two. years 
shows that Alberta is far behind 
its neighbor. During the fiscal 
year 1907-08,Saskatchewan voted 
for public works $2,093,113 In 
1907 Alberta voted $1,293,000. 
Saskatchewan’s vote for roads 
was $225,000; Alberta’s $150,000 
Saskatchdwan’s vote for bridges 
was $446,000; Alberta’s $310,000. 
(The difference in the period is 
due to the fact -that Alverta’s 
year ends on Dec. 31, while Sas- 
katchewan’s endson Feb. 28. In 
1908-09 Saskatchewan voted for 
public works, minus telephones 
$2,415,552; Alberta for similiar 
purposes, $1,110,500. Saskatche- 
wan’s vote for roads and bridges 
respectively was $547,000 and 
$651,500; Alberta’s vote respect- 
ively was $200,000 and $275,000. 
No one will allege that Saskatche- 
wan has met all demands. If it 
has not, no wonder the expendi- 
ture for such work has been much 
less. If settlers cannot get rail- 
ways they should at least get 
wagegon roads and bridges. 

The Dominion Government has 
realized over $6,000,0U0 from the 
sale of pre-emption and purchase 
homesteads, wnile $41,000 acr-s 
still remain. This is a part of the 
land which many contend the pro- 
vince is better without. This 
land was sold for $3 per acre, 
while the province reveives $1.50 
for it, not even that at present 
only one per cent, while the 
the homesteader pays five. Thus 
the land business, which, it was 
said, would be unprofitable for 
the province is proving to be very 
profitable for the Dominion.
